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^  IXTY  YEARS  AGO  a  small  Catholic  Col- 
Q^  lege,  young  in  years  but  possessed  of  an 
ancient  tradition,  was  approached  by  the  gov- 
erning body  of  a  great  University  and  asked 
to  become  a  part  of  that  University.  Such  a 
plan  was  unique  in  the  academic  world.  No- 
where else  was  such  a  scheme  in  operation. 

After  much  prayer  and  study  the  plan  was 
endorsed  by  Ecclesiastical  authorities  and  St. 
Michael's  College  became  an  integral  part  of 
the  University  of  Toronto,  the  Provincial  Uni- 
versity for  Ontario.  Care  was  taken  to  pro- 
tect the  heritage  which  the  College  had  been 
commissioned  to  pass  on  to  its  students  and 
provision  was  made  to  ensure  for  them  the  ad- 
vantages which  only  a  large  University  could, 
offer. 

This  was  the  beginning  of  the  development 
which  has  resulted  in  the  present  constitution 
of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  in  the  University  of 
Toronto.  Four  federated  colleges  make  up  that 
faculty,  each  contributing  to  the  culture  of  the 
University  as  a  whole  and  each  deriving  bene- 
fits from  that  association. 

The  plan  was  originally  endorsed  in  1881 
but  it  was  not  till  thirty  years  later  that  it  be- 
came operative  at  St.  Michael's.  Those  years 
were  spent  in  preparation  for  this  great  un- 
dertaking. 

In  May,  '41,  we  are  going  to  celebrate  the 
sixtieth  anniversary  of  that  memorable  occa- 
sion. Academically  it  will  be  an  occasion  of 
brilliance  and  splendor  with  representatives 
from  the  universities  of  the  world  in  attend- 
ance. Socially  it  will  be  the  event  in  St. 
Michael's  history.  Tentative  plans  call  for  the 
presence  of  one  of  the  outstanding  speakers 
of  the  continent  at  the  Jubilee  Dinner. 

For  the  Old  Boys  it  will  mean  meeting  the 
old  gang.  There  will  be  class  reunions,  class 
dinners  and  a  few  midnight  pow-pows.  Your

A  SCHOLARSHIP  FUND 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Association  in  August, 
1939.  authorization  was  given  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Scholarship  Fund. 

Stressing  the  need.  Father  McCorkell  said:

We  strive  to  do  our  part  in  deserving  cases, 
but  naturally,  there  is  a  limit  and  I  fear,  1 
have  too  often  overreached  it." 

With  the  approval  of  the  Executive  it  was 
decided  that  each  member  of  the  Association 
Avould  be  asked  to  add  his  share  in  this  project 
to  his  annual  alumni  fee.  This  fee  is  $2.00. 
There  are  many  among  a-ou  who  would  be  glad 
to  add  a  little  extra,  knoAving  for  what  pur- 
pose it  Avill  be  utilized.  If  Ave  had  a  hundred 
who  would  make  their  contribution  $10.00  in- 
stead of  $2.00  and  a  few  more  hundi-ed  wlio 
would  contribute  $5.00,  many  worthy  students 
would  benefit.

To  the  OLD  BOYS  of  Saint  Michael's: 

Because  the  Basiliaii  Fathers  of  Saint  Micliael's  College  have  stood  unswervingly 
for  high  standards  of  Christian  learning  and  culture;  because  they  have  constantly 
striven  with  a  "divine  discontent"  to  surpass  their  own  previous  achievements  by  ef- 
forts for  still  higher  things ;  because  the.y  have  always  regarded,  with  becoming  mo- 
desty, the  best  they  had  accomplished  as  inadequate  for  and  unworthy  of  their  exalted 
inission  to  represent  the  finest  traditions  of  Catholic  culture  at  their  very  best;  honour, 
praise  and  recognition  from  many  quarters  have  therefore  been  bestowed  upon  them 
and  their  work. 

Of  all  the  marks  of  confidence  they  have  received,  none  can  compare  with  the  gra- 
cious testimony  recently  accorded  by  His  Holiness  the  Pope  at  the  instance  of  the 
Cardinal  Archbishop  of  Quebec  and  tlie  whole    Canadian   Hierarchy. 

On  the  18th  of  October,  the  Feast  of  St.  Luke  the  Evangelist,  Our  Holy  Father, 
Pope  Pius  XI,  deigned  to  hear  the  petition  of  the  Bishops  of  Canada  and  grant  canoni- 
cal erection  to  the  Institute  of  Mediaeval  Studies,  founded  by  the  Basilian  Fathers  at 
St.  Michael's  College,  ten  years  previous  to  that  date.  By  virtue  of  the  Papal  Char- 
ter issued  on  that  occasion,  the  Institute  was  made  a  Pontifical  Institute  and  given  the 
right  to   confer   acadamic   degrees   in   Mediaeval  Studies. 

The  importance  and  significance  of  this  act  on  the  part  of  the  Holy  See  can 
scarcely  be  appreciated  by  people  living  to-day.  We  are  too  close  to  the  event.  But 
one  far-seeing  Bishop  has  written  to  me  to  say  that  the  granting  of  this  charter  marks 
the  most  important  event  which  has  taken  place  in  the  history  of  education  in  this 
country. 

It  means  that  the  Holy  See  looks  to  Toronto  for  the  advancement  of  knowledge 
of  the  traditional  culture  which  has  shaped  Christian  Europe  in  the  past  and  made  the 
Middle  Ages  a  great  period  of  Christian  civilization.  It  means,  also,  that  the.  Pope 
expects  from  His  Institute  the  development  and  propagation  of  a  genuinely  Catholic 
outlook  on  the  problems  of  our  own  day  in  harmony  Avith  the  long  tradition  and  his- 
tory of  Catholic  education,  life,  thought  and  culture. 

For  that  purpose,  the  Holy  Father  established  a  special  Pontifical  Institute,  the 
Pontifical  Institute  of  Mediaeval  Studies,  Toronto,  the  only  one  in  the  world  devoted 
to  this  work  and  one  of  the  few  Pontifical  Institutes  established  by  the  Holy  See. 
For  this  purpose,  also,  the  Holy  Father  has  created  special  academic  degrees,  the 
Licentiate  and  the  Doctorate  in  Mediaeval  Studies,  to  be  conferred  upon  those  who 
are  trained  under  its  auspices. 

This  Institute  has  grown  and  flourished  within  the  very  walls  of  St.  Michael's 
College,  your  Alma  Mater,  and  owes  its  existence  to  the  same  spirit  of  modest  hard 
work,  honest  scholarship  and  high  spiritual  ideals  which  have  characterized  the  life 
and  labours  of  the  men  who  gave  you  of  their  best  during  your  student-days  at  St. 
Michael's. 

Gratitude  to  our  Most  Holy  Father  for  the  august  recognition  He  has  given  your 
College  should  spur  you  on  to  support  and  prosper  the  undertaking  which  His  Holi- 
ness has  so  graciously  sponsored.  Funds  are  needed  for  scientific  equipment,  for  books 
for  the  library,  for  scholarships  and  endowments.  May  we  not  look  to  the  OLD 
BOYS  to  help  provide  for  the  material  needs  of  an  enterprise  so  thoroughly  cultural, 
so  important  in  our  day  and,  above  all,  so  profoundly  Catholic?
